Dearer Coal. 


The end of “summer-time”™ and the 
rapid approach of the winter months 
bring unwelcome tidings to the Irish 
housewife. The price. of coal is about to 
rise, The British collieries are revising 
theid charges during the present week, 
and, in all probability, the summer retail 
prices will be withdrawn in the very near 
future. Since last June ‘retail prices in 
London have been raised by about two 
shillings in the ton, and the coming in- 
crease is likely to amount to three or four 
Shillings. Far-seeing householders with 
large coal-cellars have laid in sufficient 
stocks to tide them over the next nine 
months; but the poor people who 
buy their coal from “bell men” will 
_be hit immediately by the change in price. 
So far as the big Paclish cities are con- 
cerned, however, there is no fear that 
last winter's prices will be reached again. 
The ordinary house coal, which cost so 
much as three póunds a ton last year, ‘s 
being sold in London at present for forty- 
four shillings, and, unless the Welsh 
miners make more trouble this winter, its 
priceris not likely to excved forty-eight 
shillings, despite the increased cost. How 
will the Irish consumer fare? Strangely 
enough, while a fall in the cost of living 
in England seems to have very little 
influence on Irish prices, an increase never 
fails to have an instant effect. A slight 
rise in the price of coal in Ireland is in- 
evitable, but the public must take care 
that it is not too great. At any rate, 
until the present stocks are exhausted 
there will he no excuse for any increase 
in price.

But I am now forced to believe that such 
outrages are not only | agh but are actually 
taking place day by day (or rather night by 
night) in Wellington Barracks and other Free 
State institutions in Dublin. As a matter of 
fact, the priest I*have referred to saw on the 
same oocasion several other prisoners with 
heads bandaged in a similar fashion to young 
Murphy's. I may, perhaps, add that the soldiers 
who accompanied the priest on his way, and 
warned him not to ask the prisoners any ques- 
tions, did not understand Irish, which, for- 
tunately, Murphy and the priest did. 

I would not trouble your readers with all this 
if I had not a specific instance of cruelty for 
which I can personally vouch. 1 rely on this 
single instance to prove that ‘tortures are bein 
inflicted on prisoners in Free State keeping (call 
these prisoners “‘irregulars " or “ intransitives, ° 
br what you will), which no decent person would 
infiict on a dog or a rat. If the instance I here 
give fails of proof—then, so far as I am con- 
cerned, the case for the torture of prisoners 
falls to the ground. I, therefore, submit that, 
unless these horrors are really being com- 
mitted, with the knowledge and connivance of 
the Provisional Government and of the Press, 
an immediate and public investigation should

It is always with a feeling akin to shame 
that I take distjnguished strangers to see this 


- collection, which is still, in spite of the rape of 
the Lane French pictures, a very beautiful and |. 


priceless asset to a country—ao shabbily pre- 
sented, and where most of the canvases cannot 
even be seen. The space is hopelessly limited, 
which results in overcrowding, no matter !.cw 
admiravly the pictures are arranged; the stair. 
case walls have to be utilised, and alooves and 
corners filled up; the different rooms are auch 
too small, which means that pictures cannot be 
seen from the correct distance, or at the proper 
angle. I have visited the gallery many times, 
oat it is no exaggeration to say that there are 
a great many of these pictures, which . have 
never really seen, owing to the improper light- 
ing and unsuitable space.

KILLORGLIN AND 
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WESTERN DIVISION'S 
‘ ACHIEVEMENT. 
i m—— 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
se, OE , Sunday.. 

A train two.hours late at Limerick; a boat 
circling blindly in a fog in unpleasant proximity 
to Kerry Head; a clear sky with two lonely 
puffs of cloud. which had lost their way in the 
glens of the Dingle peninsula; eight miles of 
road, traversed sitting on the sharp edge of one 
of the side-boards of an unsprung country 
manure cart—such was the journey. Between 
Fenit and Tralee the road four million 
twenty-seven thousand six hundred and oy. 
three bumps. We hit them all, and so, wearily 
to the journey’s end. : 

Great things have been happening in the ast 
four days—actions which have justly increased 
the fame of that First Western Division, which 
has probably the best troops in Ireland. Abt

e transport in the barracks has bred during 
my absence, and, beside father -and mother

All these, seriously speaking, are 
rom rig ine When the barracks became 
General Murphy’s headquarters they were lying 
round the square in a state so derelict. that 
they seemed beyond all hope of repair, but 
the new repair dépét has put them all on the 
road again. Huts have been fitted up as ideal 
dormitories, with regular beds, :Defences have 
been strengthened, and in all the machinery 
there is more oil and less sand. . 


A REAL ACHIEVEMENT. 


But the’ real achievement has been the de- 
fence of Killorglin. The tale has already been 
told, but it is no harm to emphasise again the 
splendour of this really re” re defence. It 
was the finest action which the present war has 
produced. A garrison of just over 60 men, of 
the First Westerh, withstood, for 27 hours, 
an attack by at least 500 well-armed men; 
killed from 10 to 15 of their opponents, wounded 
an unknown number, and finally drove back 
their attackers in confusion, just as the relief 
column, under the personal command of 
General Murphy, approached the town. 

A mine blew away the whole side of one 

t, but the garrison tunnelled into adjoining 

ouses, and maintained their strenuous defence. 
It was not so much a defence as a counter- 
attack, for the garrison (outnumbered six, to 
one) sortied forth and captured eight of their 
enemies. Whenever an opportunity for offence 
occurred they took it, wack in the midst of the 
fighting, Captain Lehane, already seriously 
wounded in the head, prowled from post to 

t till he was killed. If other troops had 
ought as the men did in Killorglin, we would 
not have had the long tale of captured towns 
which has marked the last few weeks. 

The adventures of the relieving party were 
only less exciting. Trees felled across the road 
were not sawn Nieeesh, for there was not time, 
but were bodily slewed round by stalwart 
shoulders. Lorries were dragged through river- 
beds by gangs of mef tugging at ropes. ' That 
is the way to tackle it, said an officer to a 
figure half-seen in the darkness who was strain- 
ing every muscle. Going closer, he discovered 
to his surprise that it was General Murphy, 
who was combining the functions of private 
and commanding officer. A few miles. further 
on and an ambush gp up, and is fought 
through in the darkness. Finally touch is made 
with the retreating rearguard of the enemy. 


PLUCK AND SKILL. 


The whole incident is full of pluck, skill, 
determination, and promptitude, and shows 
what the best troops of the national Army 
ean do when skilfully led and handled; it 
would be creditable to any troops in ahy 
army. h 

The irregulars have not been idle during the 
week, Fenit post was heavily attacked by 
them on Thursday, but without success. On 
the next night they scored a point by boarding 
a boat in the canal between Fenit and Tralee, 
opening the sea cocks, and sinking the boat, 
so as to bl the canal. The lock gates were 
also destroyed, and Tralee cannot now be ap- 
preached by rail or sea. 

The national troops are still forced to keep 
mainly on the defensive, as there are not half 
enough men in this command. With another 
two thousand troche it would be possible to 
deal a series of well-directed blowa which would 


: crumple the main centres of resistance. As 
sit is, the forces. on hand. are really inadequate 
‘to hold the posts already occupied, and many 


towns and positions must be left unoccupied 
to form retreats for the irregulars. who will 
now be more cautious and more dangerous.

SUFFERINGS OF IRREGULARS’ 
WOUNDED. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
TRALEE, Satrrday. 

To-day the most talkedof event in Kerry is 
the “‘battlg of Killorglin,” the twenty-nine 
hours’ fight which ended so disastrously for the 
— irregular ‘columns of three counties. 

ndeniably it was the most serious reverse that 
they have yet suffered in the South.. Drawn 
from Cork, Tipperary, Killarney, Dingle, Cahir- 
civeen, and Kenmare, and led by Messrs. 
Seamus Robinson and John J. Rice, the ir- 


regulars had we reason to hope íor great 
things from ' the offensive, which had been in” 


course of preparation for a long time. - 

The first move in the campaign was to sweep 
away the little national post at Killorglin, one 
of thé most- isolated positions held by the 
troops in Kerry, the village being tye ore by 
seventy men of the let Western Division. For 
a week before the attack the main body of the 
Cork irregulara had been retreating into the 
Kerry mountains before General Dal'on’s flying 
columns, which were rating in the moun- 
tains of West Cork. In the mountain range 
stretchi from Killarney to Ballyvourney 
meanwhile were concentrating irregular columts 
from all over Kerry County. Already a junction 
of forces had been made with some Tipperary 
columns, and the combined force was now 
further reinforced by the Cork columns. 


AN EXAMPLE. 


Killorglin is one of the many national poste 
within easy striking distance from the Killarney- 
Ballyvourney range: At 5 a.m. on Wednesday 
last the forrtiidable force concentrated in this 
range and swept down on Killorglin. The story 
of the attack has been told already. The splen- 
did achievement of the men of the lst Western 
Division, who were charged with the defence of 
the town, may well serve as an ip tion. to all 
divisions: of the army. After a 29 hours’ fight 

e irregulars were completely routed, and the 

bles were turned in an unexpected manner. 

It has now been definitely establighed that at 
least fifteen of tho. attackers were killed and 
over thirty wounded. This estimate is verified 
by a local priest. On Wednesday night a big. 
number of wounded men was convéyed to out- 
side districts. Virtually no atraagements hed 

made in the way of providing medical 
treatment for the casualties. Several irregulars 
were discovered in farmhouses suffering from 
dangerons wounds which had not been dressed. 
Dead bodies were found in fields 
and houses outside the town, and in 
meny instances a close inspection of a 
farmhouse reverled splashes of blood in rooms 
to which dead and wounded irregulars had 


taken. 

During the siege an elderly woman and her 
daughter remained in the barracks to cook for 
the soldiers, aud both — a the greatest 
courage throughout the ordeal. ‘They had en. 
‘tered ‘the barracks through a unnel which 
had been made through to their house in 
the early stages of the attack. ' 

When news of the attack reached Tralee a
